Militia Called Out For 


Duty on Mexican Border 


Regular Forces Need Assistance in 


Crisis — Claims Glenn Springs 
Raid Planned on This Side of 
Border—Says Others Are to Fol- 
low— Funston In Charge. 


WASHINGTON', MAY 9.—for 
the 


Qrst time since the Spanish-American 
war the president of the United States 
today called on state militia to assist 
the regular forces in an international 
crisis. 


The militia of Texas, Arizona and 


New Mexico were ordeied out as a re- 
sult of the Mexico situation. 


Use of these citizen troops will not 


call for action by congress at this 
time, since they will be used only for 
patrol duly along the 
border. 


Affects 5360 Men. 


The militia organizations of these 


states comprise 5350 officers and men, 
fully armed and equipped. 


Orders also were issued tor four 


regiments of regular infantry to pro- 
ceed to the border at once from Platls 
burg, N. Y.; Madison barracks, N. Y.; 
Vancouver, Wash., and Fort Lawson, 
Wash. 


Decision to call out the militia fol- 


lowed n conference between President 
Wilson and Secretary of War Baker 
after the latter had received two Ions; 
code messages from General Funston.

Tried To Stir Mutiny. 


Just before the Glenn Springs raid, 


Villareal endeavored to stir up a rmit- 
ity among Carran/a troops at Laredo, 
Mexico, sa'd Arredondo. 
Failing in 


this, lie picked out a poini on the bor- 
'ler guarded by only nine American 
troops and organized an attack against 
it. Arredondo charged. 


Had it not been for American arms 


and information from American sour- 
ces he .said the raid at Glenn Springs 
could not have been successful. 
He 


said he feared further roids would be 
organized by the same people if ut- 
most vigilance is not observed. These 
raids, he declared, have the purpose 
of embroiling Carranza with the Unit- 
ed States. 


Baker Issues Statement. 


Secretary Baker issued the follow- 


ing statement today: 


"The outbieak in the Big Bend dis- 


trict oi the l*!o Grande has so far 
further emphasized the danger of si- 
milar occurrences along our lonjr bor- 
der that the president has called out 
the militia of Texas. Arizona and New 
Mexico, and has directed them to re- 
port to General Funston, who will a.s- 


n them .stations alons the border1 


:or patrol duty. 


"In addition to this, (wo additional 
juiueiits of resular infantry have 


been directed to proceed to the bor- 
der, and such further 
arrangements 


will be made a.s are necessary for the 
complete security of the people of the 
United States against raids of this 
character.'' 


Disposal Up to Funston. 


General Funston is authorized to 


dispose of the fresh troops, militia 
and regulais. as he sees (it. Secre- 
tary Baker emphasized that the move 
is for "border protection." 
Yet the 


forces will be available for service in- 
side Mexico, if required.
